WASHINGTON, Oct. 29—In accord with predictions made 


yesterday when the President's veto of the Prohibition enforce- 
ment was received in Congress,, the Senate followed the example 
of the House and passed the bill over the veto by more than the 
requisite two-thirds majority. 


The vote in the senate was 65 to 20, the majority have more 


votes than were needed to over-ride the veto. 


The bill will now become a law as soon as the clerks of the

until the treaty has been ratified as peace with Germany already 
exists and that the ban could be lifted whenever the President 
cared to do it. ' 


Another phase of the debate was that the opponents of the 


treaty were in favor of an immediate vote on the veto message, 
wh«reaa the friends of the treaty fought to prevent the treaty 
from being displaced from consderation.

Sterling of South Dakota, who was in charge of the bill, to have 
the veto message given consideration by the senate. On this 
roll call the senate decided, 44 to 38, to lay aside the treaty long 
enough to vote on the Prohibition measure. 


Senator Underwood said the reason the president vetoed the 


bill was because the friends of nation-wide prohibition broke faith 
with the country. He said: 


'They proclaim to the country that they were not in favor 


of the drastic destruction of private property. Later they pro- 
posed to write into the statute books nation-wide prohibition with- 
out waiting for the constitutional amendment to f Jke 
effect.
